The value of the Post-Dispatch Christmas Festi- 
val is not limited to the mere supplying of Christ- 
mas cheer to those members of the community who 
would otherwise go without it. That value is great. 
It brings to the hearts of the unfortunate the 
knowledge and the proof of the active sympatuy of 
others. It brings them cheer and a renewal of hope. 
It assures them that the world is not as dark and 
forbidding as their circumstances indicate, but that 
there are thousands of people wao are ready and 
anxious to respond to the generous sentiment ot 
fellowship with those less fortunate than themselves. 

But its greater value lies in its effect on the 
fortunate members of the community and on the 
community altogether. 44t directs both public and 
individual attention to the social and economic con- 
ditions of the unfortunates in the city. It implants 
and nourishes the germ of humane sentiment in 
the breasts of thousands who might otherwise be 





ignorant of or indifferent to the conditions of their, 


fellows. Thousands of well-to-do children are awak- 
ened to the fact that thousands of other children, 
less fortunate, are deprived of the comforts and 
luxuries of life and of the tender love and minis- 
trations of parents and friends who are aple to take 
care of them. Children are thus, at the most im- 
pressionable age, taught the lesson of humanity and 
brotherhood. 

There is a similar effect on grown people, in the 
interest aroused in those who are the guests of the 
Festival at the homes, at the men’s dinner and in 
the festival halls. Their sympathies are awakened. 
Hundreds of men and women in different parts of 
the town are brought in direct contact with near 
neighbors suffering from poverty and all the ills 
.that flow therefrom. Many would otherwise have 
no Knowledge of these sufferers and would never 
be brought into personal touch with them. It en- 
lightens their minds in regard to the elements in 
the community to whose welfare they have given 
little or no thought. It stimulates the impulse of 
helpfulness and of true charity. 

Many individuals, 4s the Post-Dispatch knows by 
experience, are aroused by the Christmas Festival 
to a new and keen sense of duty to their fellows, 
and are moved to supplement the work done in co- 
operation with the festival committees with indi- 
vidual deeds of generosity and helpfulness. Men 
without work are given employment, and families 
suffering for the necessaries of life are provided with 
them and with opportunities to earn them. 

While the object of the festival, therefore, is con- 
fined to good cheer for all not otherwise provided 
w:th:it on Christmas Day, its influence is profound 
and far reaching in the stimulation of philanthropic 
sentiment and of benevolent activities, and in the 
enlightenment of the community concerning the so- 
cial and economic problems with which we have to 
deal. Its educational influence is inestimable. It 
throws a searchlight into the dark places of the 
city, directing the eyes of the public to the actual 
conditions existing there, and promoting the work 
of bettering those conditions. 

This influence, renewed from year to year, on rich 
and poor, goes far towards preventing the growth 
of slums in St. Louis and towards alleviating those 
conditions which have become in many large cities 
almost hopeless problems. How far it has gone may 
be seen in the exceptional activities in the way of 
philanthropic endeavor on these lines and to make 
St. Louis in this respect exceptional among great 
cities.

BODINE’S DILEMMA. 

W. L. Bodine, Superintendent of Compulsory Edu- 
cation in Chicago, has discovered a dilemma. He 
believes it is a dilemma for everybody, He is mis- 
taken; it is Bodine’s dilemma only. 

According to Mr. Bodine, race suicide or race de- 
cay is the dilemma confronting us. Not at all. 
a is a way out. And with a way out, a di- 
lemma does not exist. 

The way out should have occurred to Mr. Bodine, 
seeing that he, as a compulsory education officer, 
is constantly confronted with the conditions which 
suggest race suicide to him. Why not abolish those 
conditions? 

Instead of abolishing a part of the human race, in 
the persons of countless children, why not change 
the conditions of society so as to make the natura! 
growth of families a source of national satisfaction 
instead of anxiety? 

That this can be done, without sacrificing the 
principles, upon which the nation was founded and 
has prospered, is the belief of those who have 
studied human conditions carefully, 

Mr. Bodine himself is engaged in a work which, 
according to many eminent educators, will tend to 
ameliorate the conditions of society by abolishing 
illiteracy. 

While abolishing ignorance, why not abolish in. 
justice and oppression in business methods? 

Instead of advocating race suicide, which is im- 


moral, why not abolish the immorality which has 


made race suicide a subject for discussion—the im- 


to pay starvation wages, to overwork men and 
women, and to make profits from the lives of chil- 
dren in sweatshops and factories? 

The injection of morals into business and industry 
will go very far towards the solution of the problem, 
Mr. Bodine tacitly recognizes this when he says: 
“The real race suicide in this nation today is tne 
growth of child Jabor, fostered by a class of parents 
who raise children as human commodities for the 
factory—for the productive, instead of the educa- 
tive. Girls and-women are flocxing into industrial- 
ism and working in unsanitary shops at a pittance 
of pay that is a menace to health and moralism.” 
But who treats children as “commodities”? Cer- 
tainly not the parents of the poor. They may be 
improvident, but they are not heartless. Nor does 
the humane, enlightened employer treat those who 
work for him. as commodities. And humane and 
enlightened treatment of the workers is increasing. 


Let us encourage it. This is tne way out.

PROSPERITY AND RESOLUTIONS. 





States have done better in 1906 than ever before. 
We were never before so “well-off.” 

Once, in reviewing a year of greatest prosperity 
for his own people, the man whose business among 
them was to keep account of the totals and strike 
the balance sheets, declared that their “eyes puffed 
out with fatness.” 

On that or some other occasion, he or some one 
else who summed up in metaphors what we now 
sum up in statistics said that man in prosperity 1s 
“as the beasts that perish.” 

This seems to be extreme language. It seems to 
need qualification. 
other forms of mob lawlessness have been greater 
this year than ever before does not seem to us to 
justify such extreme language. Nor does occasional 
massacre in the Philippines or a policy of threat 
and swagger in the way we go “to the relief of 
Cuba;” nor does the continued violation of law by 
men who think they have grown individually greater 
than law. 

It seems to us that these things ought to keep 
their place far below the surface of our statistics 
of enormous prosperity, and that the least said 
about them is soonest mended. ; 

Perhaps we will not tolerate a breach of that 
rule on many days in the year, but in preparing for 
New Year and for continued progress throughout 
1907 and thereafter, we may confess to ourselves 
that some things which threaten to grow out of 
1906 into habits must be stopped if American civ- 
ilization is not to be stopped as a habit. 

If on Jan. 1, 1907, or the earliest possible date 
thereafter, we resolve that they must stop, we will 
resolve that progress must continue uninterrupted.

THE ART OF EXPRESSION. 
Mr. Louis D. Goodman, a St. Louis lawyer, who 
has been visiting the Boston School of Expression, 
is convinced that St. Louis lawyers do not know 
how to express themselves, and conversation in gen- 
eral is a lost art. 
He is quite right. But St. Louisans are not the 
only or the worst offenders. Mr, Henry James has 
been struggling to express himself to the same pur- 
pose. Mr. James finds that the old-fashioned gov- 
erness was the savior of the powers of expression, 
and since her disappearance the art has fallen into 
a desuetude not wholly innocuous. 
But Mr. Goodman seems to attach too much im- 
portance to training. True it is that instruction is 
good, but unless .aere is something to express no 
amount of instruction in Boston or elsewhere will 
help us to express it. 
Plato affirmed that the art of right speaking was 
impossible to any one whose soul was not in con- 
tact with the truth. This is certainly the begin- 
ning of wisdom on the subject, and if we take care 
of the beginning the end will take care of itself. 
If lawyers are dull it is because they have really 
nothing fresh and vital to say. To such speakers 
all is mechanical routine. But let a young man 
come forward who loves the law, who really believes 
it is a liberal profession, he will have something to 
say, and he won’t have to go to Boston to learn 
how to say it. But he will be too sensible to refuse 
instruction altogether. Even genius can be im- 
proved by discipline. 
Conversation is in the same case. It is a lost 
art. Wit is not understood but there is much 
crackling of thorns under the pot. Humor is not 
appreciated but there is some drollery and funny- 
isms. Wisdom is banished in disgrace. Who wants 
to be serious in conversation? The notion that to 
be serious is to be solemn, that seriousness and wit 
are incongruous, that wisdom and humor are im- 
placabie foes—this notion prevails wherever men 
and women gather together to bore one another. 
A most important point, however, is sympathy. 
The tones of the voice indicate the presence or lack 
of sympathy, and here, perhaps, is the field for 
most training. Sympathy is the property of the 
man who knows there is a world of reality outside 
his own skin. And he can reach it most quickly 
by management of his voice. 
On the whole, Mr. Goodman’s suggestion is a 
good one. Let us have something to say, let us be 
really interested in it, let us be sympathetic and 
well disposed to the rest of the company. Then let 
us take a few lessons in the art of expression. We 
shall not have long to wait for eloquence in con- 
versation and public speaking.

Comparatively speaking, we have no cause for any 
Great dissatisfaction over the novels which have been 
the conceded successes of 1908. It, is easy enough 
to be generally pessimistic: to deplore the absence 
of any vital and enduring novel; and to contrast the 
year with some other twelve months of thirty or 
sixty years ago to the complete discredit of our mod- 
ern men and women of letters. But as a matter of 
fact the novels of 1906, while in no way astonishing, 
are at least respectable. They compare very favora- 
bly with the novels of any one of the eight or ten 
preceding years, and show an undeniable improve- 
ment in the taste of our reading public. 
example, the books that have led month by month, 
There was Mrs. Wharton's “The House of Mirth,” 
which was first in the lists for December, 196, and 
which maintained its lead by a fair margin during 
the first three months of 196. “The House of Mirth” 
was in no sense a great novel, and much of its popu- 
larity was probably due to an undignified curiosity 
about the ethics and deportment of a much exploited 
New York social set. Yet it was marked with @ 
certain air of distinction which was not to be found 
in the usual “best seller” of recent years. “The 
Wheel of Life,” which was at the top of the list for 
April, was an excellent novel. “The House of a 
Thousand Candles” was a very fair sample of what 
it was intended to be. “Lady Baltimore,” which 
was the leader for June, was a thoroughly dignified 
book, as was also “Fenwick’s Career,” which was 
its successor In July. ‘The Jungle” led in August, 
and “The Jungle’ was—‘‘The Jungle.” “Coniston,” 
which headed the September and October lists, ig far 
and away the best novel that its author hag yet 
written, and that will indicate a comparison with 
months of earlier years, when Mr. Churchill's other 
books occupied the same exalted position. Mr. Rob- 
ert W. Chambers’ “The Fighting Chance” is an exe 
ceedingly entertaining story, and is fairly entitled to 
the leading position it hag held in November and 
December. 
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PUBLICITY BUREAUS AT WASHINGTON. 
Samuel Merwin in Success Magazine. 

The People’s Lobby will establish a publicity bu- 
reau in Washington and proffer its services to every 
newspaper in the United States. Corporations main- 
tain at Washington many publicity bureaus, whose 
business is to taint and corrupt public opinion. A 
year ago, when the ralilroad-rate bill was under 





in Washington a publicity bureau on a scale of lay- 
ishness hiteherto unknown. The connection of this 
bureau with the railroads was, of course, kept se- 
cret. Communications between the railroad presi- 
dents and attorneys and this bureau were made in 
cipher, 

It was the business of this bureau to get up a 
weekly, a semi-weekly, and, sometimes, a daily 
Washington letter. This letter would be sent to thou- 
sands of newspapers all over the United States. 
There are a great Many newspapers not financially 
able to maintain a Washington 
there are only from three to five hundred papers in 
the United States who are wealthy enough to main- 
tain Washington correspondents. Nevertheless, these 
other papers, published in smaller towns, are very 
anxious to have Washington news, and so they ac- 
cepted these letters, which were sent to them free of 
charge by the publicity bureau of the railroads, 
These letters were very cunningly devised. The 
first paragraph would be an amusing anecdote about 
Congressman X. The seoond paragraph would be «a

A curio dealer who stocks idols said that idols are 
still made in Birmingham. There was a certain de- 
mand for them, but it was a small one. They were 
made for curio dealers, and were sold by them, not 
to the heathen but to Christians Interested in mis- 
sionary work, who liked to have on their mantel- 
pieces a “real” heathen idol. Years ago brass images 
were freely made for foreign agents, and, Bishop 
Thornton notwithstanding, I fear they would be 
made today if an order came for a supply of them.

Effective at Midnight 
Next Tuesday. 








After midnight Tuesday the people of 
the United States will have no excuse 
for ignorance of what they put in their 
stomachs in the form of food, drink 
and medicines. At that hour the Fed- 
eral pure food law will become effec- 
tive prohibiting the manufacture, Wwans- 
portation or sale of incorrectly branded, 
deleterious or fraudulent articles which 
enter into interstate cémmerce. 

Airea@y manufacturers, jobbers 
dealers in St. Louis are preparing them- 
selves for the new conditions. The 
shops, saloons and pharmacies show on 
their shelves the effect of the prepara-

The purpose of the law is best told In 
the title, which reads: “For preventing 
the manufacture, sale or transportation 
of adulterated or misbranded or poison- 
deleterious foods, drugs, medi- 
liquors, and for regulating

While the label must show the ingre- 
dients of the package, the proportions 
need not be told.
